The Reorganization of the Western Associa- 
tions—Union Pacific Earnings. 


CuHicaGco, January 5.—The general mana- 
gers’ committee of five on reorganization of 
Western associations, met last evening to 
consider propositions for bringing all the as- 


sociations, freight and passenger, and the 
weight and inspection bureau, under substan- 
tially the same rules, and have them goverued 
by similar provisions.

I 
the plan.goes through itis thought probable 
that President Marvin Hughitt of the Chicago 
& Northwesterfh will be elected General Chair- 
man. By the adoption of the above plan it is 
proposed to greatiy facilitate the work of the 
various associations, curtail expenses and 
avoid conflict of authority between the officials 
in Charge of the associations.

Whereas, Thousands of the children of Missouri 
annually are denied by ignorant or avaricious parents 
or guardians this legal, indisputable right to the 
precious boon of education; therefore, be it 

Resoived, As the sense of the St. Louis Teachers’ 
Association that the Legislature should at once enact 
a local option law, with provisions for the ap- 
pointment of truant efficers, enforcing under legal 
— the compulsory attendance of all children, 

tween the ages of and 14 years, upon some 
school for five months in each year, of which two 
months shall be consecutive. 

Resolved, That it is the senseof the St. Louis 
Teachers’ Association, that the Legislature should 
pass general laws forbidding the employment, in 
mechanical, manufacturing or mercantile establish- 
ments, of any child under the age of 10 years;

Most compulsory educa- 
tion laws bave failed because no provision 
was made for the appointment of truant 
officers, and the police to whom was left the 
duty of looking after the observance of the law 
did not give it the attention required in order 
to make it effective. Another suggestion 
made for the drawing of a compulsory educa- 
tion and child labor law in this State, and 
which, sofaras I am able to ascertain, has 
never been advanced in the advocacy of this 
kind of legislation before, is that it bea local 
option law.

The Shops, the Fashion, and the Great Men 
ot Unter Den Linden.

Unter den Ligden is a very disappointing 
street to the ‘typical American tourist who 
does Berlin ina day. 

After 
driving from the Brandenburger Thor to the

The 
general rule is that by the Ist of January both 
Aspen and Ouray, at which places 1 have 
spent several weeks, have been obliged to 
close down three fourths of their mines on ac- 
count of cold and, snow, and that even the 
larger properties do not run on full time. 
WORK IN HIGH MOUNTAIN MINES. 

“But this the work nas not only contin- 
ued uninterrupted, but at no season has it 
progressed so rapidly and advantageously 
both as regards men and machinery. The 
latter is always a very delicate matter to 
handle during the prevalence. of cold 
weather, as with the thermometer 
20 or 80 degrees below zero 
every bolt, nut and catch is as brittle as glass, 
and no one can tell whena part which, ac- 
cording to every test that can be applied, is in 
perfect condition, will snap like a twig. Ex- 
perienced miners hate to have anything to do 
with deep workings during cold weather, as 
the records show that more fatal accidents due 
to other causes than carelessness occur during 
one cold winter than during ten summers. 1 
myself saw four men killed by the breaking of 
a catch on a windlass; which let the bucket in 
which they were ascending drop to the 
bottom of the ‘shaft. A close @famination 
of the steel catch was made and it was found 
to be in perfect .condition, the only reason 
that it gave way being the excessive cold. 
This is but a type ot scores of accidents that 
happen every winter, andthe absence of se- 
vere weather this year has already saved 
dozens of valuable lives, besides largely in- 
creasing the output from the mines, 

SNOWSHOE COURIERS. 

One Industry, however, the mild weather 
has put an end to, and that one characteristic 
of Colorado during the winter months, 
the commupication by means of 
snowshoes between the ae camps 
and the larger settlements. 3 are 
aware of the terrible en dangers 
to which these snowshoe couriers are ex- 
posed. Take the camps in the Gunnison 
country as an instance. They are separated 
by distances ranging from 50 to 175 miles from 
piaces of any size, and nearly the whole of 
the road ies over mountains 10,000 to 13,000 
feet in height, and fearfully mugged. 
sure there are passes 8,000 or 9 eet high, 
but unless a man is ready to give up 
the ghast at any, moment, he WII 
avoid these the least movement 
or even sound is likely to start an avalanche 
which will bury the traveler 14 feet deep. 
In a narrow gorge the snow not infre- 
quently lie to the depth of sevyeuty-five feet, 
and io places the passes are filled 200 feet 
A man. who is prudent will, therefore, 
stick to the ridges as ae as possible, and 
avoid the passes. This of course immensely 
increases the difficulties of the trip, and few 
are strong and hardy enough to stand it.
